The Female Classes 


The aged cow offerings comprised 21 head of very 
useful females, Frank Fowler finally landing the blue on 
Racine Aaggie Beets, but closely pressed by the Monclova 
entry and last year’s Ohio champion, Ivaloy Prilly Rose 
Hall. The real sensation of the female classes of course 
was the opening battle of the 1924 circuit between Madam 
Artis Wayne Denver, last year’s All-American 2-year-old, 
and Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, who up to this year has un- 
doubtedly won more blue ribbons at big-line shows than 
any other animal of our breed. Both have developed in 
great shape during the past year, and make a wonderful 
pair of three-year-olds to head any class. Both are show- 
ing dry, Dorothy being due in October, and the Madam 
not until January. This does not operate particularly to 
Dorothy’s disadvantage, but in Madam’s case rather em- 
phasizes the thickness of her shoulders, which is about 
her only point of criticism. The Madam of course went on 
through to senior and grand championship. In the two- 
year-old class other familiar names appeared. Piebe 
Artis Burke, last year’s All-American junior yearling, is 
now showing as a two-year-old. She has grown and de- 
veloped in great shape, and although not due_ until 
January will take a lot of beating. Her last year’s com- 
panion, Neola Pansy Piebe, has likewise kept pace with 
her, and these two daughters of King Piebe finished one- 
two in the class here.

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Holsteins at Missouri State Fair

Sedalia, Mo., week of August 17 to 23, was marked 

by what looked to a visitor in the livestock depart- 
ment like a dairy invasion. Not only were the dairy 
cattle barns occupied to capacity, and two large tents 
filled, but scattered through the barns intended for 
various kinds of horse stock and beef cattle were five 
or six other groups of dairy cattle. And in addition there 
was the “Cow Race” building, in which, by the way, all 
the competing animals were Holsteins. 

The dairy show was the only one of the fair making 
important gains and here the gain in interest was re- 
markable. Fourteen states were represented by 38 ex- 
hibitors, showing nearly 500 dairy cattle. The Holstein 
division brought out the largest number of exhibitors, 15 
herds from six different states. Moreover there were 
more Missouri herds represented in the Holstein division 
than any other.

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““‘How Shall We Nourish Our Children’’ 


Extracts from Radio Address by JOHN B. IRWIN from WLAG Minneapolis May 2, 1924 


RECENT careful survey of all the 
A school children in one of our 

great states revealed the aston- 
ishing fact that 60% of these children 
were under nourished and 60% of these 
were under nourished for the want of 
dairy foods. 

All dairy products are cheap in our 
markets today. compared with the nour- 
ishment they supply. Then why is it 
true that 33 to 50% of the children of 
our great United States are underfed 
and more, improperly fed. It has been 
truly said that “without milk children 
languish, the vigor of the adult de- 
— and the vitality of a nation runs 
ow.” 

It is very pertinent then that we ask 
the question, “How shall we nourish our 
children?” And this question surely 
demands the careful consideration of 
every worthy citizen of our country. 

It costs hundreds of thousands of 
dollars per year to maintain our graded 
schools in Minneapolis and we need 
more school buildings. 

Careful observations in one of our largest American 
cities showed that the children adequately supplied with 
milk, cream, butter, and cheese made their eight grades 
two years younger than the other children in the same 
schools. This means a saving of thousands of dollars for 
education in that city. 

It is decidedly significant that one of our largest life 
insurance companies in twenty-three different periodicals 
urges greater consumption of dairy foods to preserve the 
health and prolong the life of their patrons, and make 
them better risks. 

Milk contains the vitamines, minerals, sugar, starches, 
and fats necessary for the best development and in form 
most accessible for assimilation of adults as well as chil- 
dren. 

Shall we help the babies of Europe? Yes. But shall 
we in our ignorance continue to handicap our own chil- 
dren by improper foods and rations? 

Denmark has passed a law which requires that her 
children have at least certain amounts of dairy foods each 
day. 

A bottle of milk at recess in our schools has greatly 
increased the efficiency of our scholars in Minneapolis. 
The child sufficiently nourished is recognized instantly 
as keen and radiant, clear of clomplexion and counten- 
ance, full of bouyancy. 

What need have they for lipsticks, rouge and powder? 
Is it not a sad commentary on America and Americans 
that 750 millions of dollars are spent annually for cos- 
metics to camouflage the fact that our people have not 
been raised and nourished with proper foods; on an aver- 
age of $15.00 per year for each lady when our consump- 
tion of dairy products is less than $9.00 per capita, a little 
over half of the consumption per capita in Canada, and 
each of several other countries? 

Our United States Bureau of Animal Industry is spend- 
ing millions to guard the health of our cattle. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America is spend- 
ing thousands of dollars annually to improve the quality 
of milk for human consumption. A specially desirable 
milk, safe-guarded in every way, is to be put on the 
market as White Nectar, worthy of the Goddess of Health. 

The breeders tell us that if they were as regardless of 
balanced rations and scientific feeding in raising their 
calves, as we are in raising our children, their negligence 
would prove disastrous to their business. 

Are our children upon whose health and development 
depends the future welfare of this great nation as valu- 
able as a crop of calves? 

If they are, let us forego such great need and ex- 
travagance in cosmetics. Let us lower the expense of 
handicapped education. And let us nourish our children 
with the food best balanced and adapted by nature to

give them the quick step. the Vigorous 


strength, the keen mind, the lear 
beautiful countenance—the unmistake. 
able evidence that they “Chum with 
Health.” 

“Chum With -Health’—a good slogan, 
What an inspiration to the boys ang 


girls. They enjoy their game, they love 
the woods and the lakes, to hunt, to 
swim. They grow to well developed 
manhood and womanhood. They meet 
the daily duties with confidence anq 
genius. They carry an atmosphere of 
cheer and hope. A sound mind in a 
sound body. 

When accidents, misfortune, or sick. 
ness come they are endowed with a 
great reserve to keep up their courage 
and endurance. 

All through life they chum with 
health. A broad and wholesome view of 
life and God may be assured. Shall we 
not give these things our more serious 
attention. Milk is cheaper, so is butter 
and cheese. If we were asked to do 
some great thing for the youth of America we would do it. 

Then why do we not use the same intelligence and 
thought in feeding and raising our children that we ex- 
pect them to use in the conduct of their business when 
they grow up? 

Scientists tell us we can live better and be better nour. 
ished at 75 per cent of our present household expense by 
using more dairy foods. Let us do it. 

Let us save 20 to 25% of our school expense and time 
by nourishing our children properly. Let us make it 
unnecessary for each of our girls to spend fifteen dollars 
a year on artifices of youth when they grow up. , 

In other words, let us use the same sense and economy 
with our foods that is necessary in our business. 


Thus with a little thought and the right food each day, 
we will build up a nation of which the whole world may 
justly be proud, and Americans will be endowed with 
greatest strength as well as genius.

Michigan Herd Demonstrates Value of 


C. T. A. Work 


Often the question comes up as to 
whether it pays the farmer with 
grade cows to buy high priced pure 
pred bulls from good producing dams 
or to spend money in getting his 
cows tested in a cow testing associa- 
tion. ; 

A couple of weeks ago the writer 
was in the herd owned by Burt Ter 
Harr, a dairyman living in Allegan 
County near Moline. 

The Ter Harrs’ joined the North 
Allegan Association in April 1923, 
and have just finished their first 
year’s work and are continuing an- 
other year. They have 20 head 
milking, about two-thirds of which 
are grades (Holsteins) the rest pure 
breds. 

This herd not only led their Assoc- 
iation with an average production of 
12,006 lbs. milk and 421 Ibs. butter 
fat per cow but made the best rec- 
ord of any Holstein herd on cow test- 
ing work in Allegan County this 
year and, so far as we know, the 
best record ever made by a Holstein 
herd on testing work in this county. 

Following is a summary for the 
year giving average figures for the 


herd: No. of Cows, 16%; Amt. of 
Milk, 12,006 Ibs; Test, 3.51; Amt. 
Fat, 421.4 lIbs.; Value of Product, 


$288.61: Cost of Feed, $99.76; Value 
Above C. of Feed, $188.85; Returns 
per $1.00 for Feed, $2.89; Cost per 
lb. Butterfat, $.236. 

They sold butterfat at a local 
creamery for 6 of the 12 months 
which reduced the value of their 
product considerably, the rest of the 
year the product went into Grand 
Rapids as fluid milk.

The interesting things about this 
herd are two. In the first place Mrs. 
Ter Harr does the feeding. She is 
an enthusiastic booster for the Hol- 
stein cow, good feeding, and cow 
testing associations. When we re- 
member that the herd under her able 
management has made a record un- 
surpassed by other Holstein herds in 
the county, we must take seriously 
this feminine competition. Indeed, 
just to talk with Mrs. TerHarr makes 
one realize the fact that her interest 
and enthusiasm are what so many 
dairymen need to pull them out of 
the doldrums and to increase their 
dairy profits. 

Up to last year Mrs. Ter Harr fed 
by guess to a considerable extent. 
This year the cows were fed for what 
they were capable of producing while 
paying a good profit in addition. The 
tester talked feeds, he left a feeding 
pamphlet which was studied. His 
monthly record was a guide to effici- 
ent feeding that was mighty val- 
uable, so valuable in fact that Mrs. 
Ter Harr says they never got so 
much milk from each 100 lbs. of feed 
as they have this year. That has 
meant greater net profit. 

The Ter Harrs’ never milked but 
twice a day before but finding what 
their cows were doing and realizing 
that such cows needed 3 time a day 
milking, coupled with the fact that 
they don’t enjoy having other breeds 
beat theirs when it’s partly due to 
not giving their own cows the best 
chance, led them to milk the heaviest 
producers three times a day. 


It is a pleasure to look over the 
testing book and to notice how pro- 
portional the feeding is to produc- 
tion. No two cows in the entire herd 
had the same feed cost for the year. 
If more dairymen would use the 
same amount of grain as they do 
now, but put each pound where it is 
needed and where it would do the 
most good we could find a great 
many more dollars in profit at the 
end of the year than we do now, to 
do this necessitates the knowledge 
as to production and the feed units 
in the ration that the cow testing 
association record gives. 


Now to get the other interesting 
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thing about this herd. The pure bred 
proposition. 

A number of years ago Ter Harr 
had but two pure bred cows. He 
needed a bull and of course a pure 
bred. The question was whether he’d 
buy an ordinary bull from an un- 
tested dam or a better bred bull from 
a dam with a good record. 

Good judgement dictated the latter 
course and they spent $450 in buying 
a young bull from a tested dam and 
by a son of a good producing cow. 

Their neighbors said they were 
crazy to put -450 into a bull with but 
two registered cows in the _ herd. 
Time has told the tale and today Ter 
Harr knows that the $450 was an in- 
vestment that will net them splendid 
interest. In other words the bull’s 
daughters are making good and cow 
testing records are proving that he 
has done his bit by adding increased 
productive ability to his daughters. 

Only three daughters have fresh- 
ened so far all out of mighty good 
producers (this is the real test, when 
a bull adds production to his daugh- 
ter’s that are out of extra good cows) 
Old Holstein, a grade cow, gave 13,- 
293 lbs. milk and 497.5 lbs. fat. She 
milked the 365 days to do this, but 
as she freshened 3 months before the 
record started it still represents a 
real record. 

Her daughter, Spot, by the above 
bull, freshened as a two year old and 
in her first six months gave 6,600 Ibs. 
milk and 238 lbs. fat. This compared 
with the 7,973 Ibs. milk and 288.4 Ibs. 
fat her mother gave in the first six 
months shows us the heifer, allowed 
her mature equivalent, gave 1,400 Ibs. 
milk and 52 lbs. fat, in six months, 
more than her dam, all due to one 
good bull. 

Princess, a grade 2-year-old, 
made 9,411 lbs. milk and 353.4 
fat in 9 months with first calf, 
Vera, a_ registered 2-year-old, has 
made 7,300 lbs. milk and 242.3 Ibs. 
fat in her first six months. Still an- 
other daughter of this bull from a 
registered cow had but three months 
work to her credit, during this time 
she gave 3,857 lbs. milk and 131.8 Ibs. 
fat while her mother, during her 
first three months on test, gave 4,- 
216 lbs. milk and 136.4 Ibs. fat. Using 
mature equivalent on the _ heifer’s 
record we have an increase over the 
dam of 1,300 lbs. milk and 52 Ibs. fat 
in three months. Wasn’t that bull 
worth the difference over an ordinary 
one? 

These results emphasize the fact 
that Cow Testing Associations give 
the help in feeding and breeding as 
well as weeding that enables the

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A Lesson From New Jersey 


the first annual report of the New Jersey Register 

of Production. We have called attention to the pre- 
ponderance of Holsteins, both grade and purebred in this 
report and the monopoly of top production honors by 
representatives of this breed. There are other very sig- 
nificant facts that should receive greater emphasis. We 
quote from the report: 

“So far as can be learned every cow having a record 
appearing in the 1923 Register of Production was sired by 
a purebred bull. This means that a registered bull 
should be used on every farm in New Jersey where 
heifers are raised. The sires of most of the Register of 
Production cows came from dams having high official 
records. Dairymen will play safe by using only those 
bulls that have pedigrees showing high records.” 

This advice is as sound for all of us as it is for New 
Jersey dairymen. And yet in spite of all the evidence 
that has been produced, there are more scrubs than pure- 
bred sires in use in the dairy herds of this country. 

Another sound thought is contained in the report re- 
ferred to. Again we quote: “It is possible for a man to 
lose money even though he knows that he has a few ex- 
ceptionally good cows in his herd. The chief aim of the 
up-to-date dairy farmer is to raise his herd average. 

“Mature cows yielding less than 250 lbs. butterfat in 
New Jersey make little profit. They pay a very small 
return on their feed and labor bills, and only help to put 
a surplus of milk on the market. The average cow in 
New Jersey yields about 200 lbs. butterfat in a year.” 

It seems to be a difficult matter for dairymen to face 
the facts about their own cows. Gross income seems to 
be the figure many of them look at instead of net income. 
If their farm and equipment will carry thirty cows, thirty 
cows they will keep even though half of them may be 
wasters, living off the profits of the upper half. This 
situation was actually found in a Virginia herd, and we 
cannot think that it is particularly uncommon throughout 
the country. The tragedy of it is that it isn’t the in- 
dividual alone that suffers, for if the unprofitable, low- 
producing cows were eliminated and sent to the shambles, 
our surplus problem would be abated and dairying would 
make a return more nearly in proportion to the labor and 
investment involved. The market situation in the dairy 
field for the past several months should cause dairymen 
to stop and give this subject of culling very serious 
thought. Great is the opportunity of the Cow Testing 
Association, within the scope of its original purpose, i. e. 
to give the owner definite information about each in- 
dividual cow in his herd. 


R ithetrst a in our news columns has been made to 
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Don’t Pass on Your Culls 


N CONNECTION with this culling proposition, a letter 
] of very timely import reaches us from Prof. Alois A 

Fix of the University of Porto Rico. We quote: j 

There is always a tendency to “kill the goose that lays 
the golden egg,” a temptation, seemingly irresistible on 
the part of those who are not over scrupulous, to pass off 
counterfeits as genuine, when the opportunity offers. In 
the case of Porto Rico, as cited by Prof. Fix, and count- 
less new sections of our Own country, the whole cause 
of dairying and the development of a profitable and stable 
demand for good dairy cattle, has been held back if not 
entirely destroyed simply because some jockey with a 
keen eye to the immediate profit and no regard at all for 
the future of an industry or the interests of people who 
had put trust in them, have unloaded culls and counter. 
feits at the prices of real cows, and have left a trail of 
disappointment and discouragement. Such treatment not 
only discourages prospective dairymen in these new dis. 
tricts, but turns into other channels the trade that those 
sections do engage in. 

We believe that reputable breeders would welcome 
the adoption of regulations by the Federal Bureau ot 
Animal Industry, requiring not only a _ certificate of 
health from that Bureau, but also a certificate of inspec. 
tion as to quality and fitness for the purpose intended, 
before shipment is permitted. The conditions Prof. Fix 
describes are of course intolerable. They ought to be 
remedied, not only for the good of our future trade in 
dairy cattle, but also for the welfare of that little country 
itself. There is a thought here for the consideration of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 


Creamery Institute Established 


STABLISHMENT of a Creamery Institute for the 
EF, advancement of the interests of the primary pro- 

ducer in the dairy industry was announced recently 
by Mr. J. A. Walker, vice-president and directing head of 
the Blue Valley Creamery Company. For the past thirty 
years Mr. Walker has been one of the dominant forces 
in the dairy industry, active in the councils of the Na- 
tional Dairy Association, and closely identified with the 
National Dairy Council. The purpose of the _ Institute, 
according to the announcement will be to work along 
educational lines, looking toward the building of a greater 
dairy industry, and emphasizing diversification, balanced 
farming, and more efficient methods with dairy cows, 
hogs an hens. Before completing his plans Mr. Walker 
sought the advice of dairy leaders in all sections of the 
country as to what phases of the dairy problem were most 
urgent. Multiplication of agencies working along the 
same general lines does not always make for increased 
efficiency. We believe Mr. Walker is actuated by a sin- 
cere desire to help improve the condition of the American 
farmer, and we trust that his new organization will be 
able to correlate its efforts with existing agencies so that 
a real service will result. In any event, Mr. Walker’s 
many personal friends in the dairy industry will wish him 
the best of success in the undertaking.

After the feed, the herd was gone over and then 
a ring of three cows was judged y two chosen teams. A 
hot argument ensued as to top cow. One interesting 
feature was that measurement of the disputed heart girth 
of the rival cows showed that dimension to be identical! 
Another item developed by the contest that furnished food 
for thought was that the cow relegated by both teams to 
cellar position had in C. T. A. work out-milked either of 
the other pair by over a thousand pounds and also out- 
fatted them. 

J. E. McWilliams, a director of the State Holstein As- 
sociation, gave a talk covering his observations of the 
different main herds of the U. S. and of the families of 
the breed. State Secretary Hays discussed a few phases 
of the Holstein business from National, State and Wash- 
tenaw County standpoints. 

Kent County 

Fires of Holstein enthusiasm blazed up next in Kent 
County. Black and White folks of the West Michigan As- 
sociation as well as the Kent Association rallied at Mary- 
land Farms. Six carloads of visiting Holsteiners from 
Newaygo County made the pilgrimage. Two hundred 
dairymen.were present when “Bob” gave his demonstra- 
tion. 

Sure “Bob” was there—you know, R. E. Haeger of Al- 
gonquin, Illinois, nationally known judge, etc. By special 
request Haeger demonstrated on classes seldom stressed, 
heifer calves and yearling bulls. The crowd got so ex- 
cited that Bob had to cast aside his judging role long 
enough to auction off one of the bulls. 

Dudley Waters, owner of Maryland Farms, proved an 
ideal host, providing a picnic grove, watermelons, and 
even a hard early morning rain to lay the dust and stop 
farm work so that all might picnic with a clear con- 
science. 

State Secretary Hays was on hand with a line similar 
to his offering in Washtenaw County. In the case of Kent 
breeders, he was able to truthfully point out that Kent is 
a comer and rates higher than most any other Michigan 
county for Holstein enthusiasm. 

This completes the recital of the doings in the three 
Michigan counties that were simply bound to show their 
Holstein spirit without any coaxing or prodding from 
without. Would that the good old Black and White were 
backed in more instances by such steady Holstein spirit!

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High Production For New Jersey Club 
Boys

John and Jacob Riegel, sons of Ur- 
ban Riegel of Changewater, Warren 
County, N. J., joined the ranks of or- 
ganized calf club work in July, 1921, 
when they purchased the purebred 
heifer calves, Haides Segis Alcartra 
682989, and Pansje Fayne De Kol 
682990, daughters of the 31-lb. sire, 
King Pontiac Beets Alcartra 226895, 
from the Brokaw Farms. Five other 
boys joined the Changewater Club at 
the same time. Today the club has 14 
members owning 20 animals. The ac- 
tivities of this club are watched with 
a great deal of interest by many of 
the dairymen of Warren County, 
largely because of the work and ac- 
complishments of these Riegel boys. 


The enrollment of these boys under 
the banner of “Breeders for Better 
Holsteins” has resulted in establish- 
ing one of the best demonstrations in 
better dairy practices that has been 
recorded in the state. The 2 pure- 
bred calves purchased in July 1921, 
were the first purebreds on the Rie- 
gel Farm. Today there are 7 pure- 
bred females and 1 purebred male; 
incidentally the boys own 7 of the 8 
head. At the time the boys joined 
the Club no record of milk produc- 
tion had ever been kept on any ani- 
mal on the place, but for the past 
two years a milking has never taken 
place but what the milk from each 
cow has been weighed. Three neigh- 
bors are now weighing the milk from 
each cow daily. At the time of the 


formation of the club there had been 
no tuberculin testing done in the 
community, while today there are 2 
fully accredited herds, one of them 
being the Riegel herd, and several 
others under state and federal super- 
vision. 

The Riegel boys have always been 
prominent in their club activities. 
After receiving instruction and prac- 
tice in dairy judging work they pur- 
chased in August 1923 a typey 8-year- 
old cow, Aaggie Pauline Jewel 2nd. 
She has justified the boys’ selection 
by producing 13,159 lbs. milk and 
406.18 lbs. butterfat during the first 
10 months of her present lactation 
period. Upon the purchase of this 
cow the boys formed a partnership to 
be known in Holstein circles as the 
Riegel Brothers. Their herd was 
further increased in September 1923 
when their original club animals 
freshened as junior 2-year-olds, giving 
birth to heifer calves sired by King 
Lorain Korndyke 307006, a 27-lb. bull 
bred at Bloomingdale Farms. These 
milking heifers have proved worthy 
of the name of purebred and have 
justified the care and attention the 
boys have given them by the amount 
of milk and butterfat they have pro- 
duced. From September 10, 1923 to 
July 1, 1924, Haidee Segis Alcartra 
has made a record of 10,148 lbs. milk 
and 352.62 ibs. butterfat, and Pansje 
Fayne De Kol has produced 11,134 
Ibs. milk and 361.49 lbs. butterfat.

boys is a heifer that was purchaseq 
at the same time their father addeq 
a purebred female to his herd. She 
is Princess Radium Alcartra 852958 
and possesses such good individuality 
that the boys are looking forward to a 
successful show season with her. 

“T don’t hesitate to say that the 
boys’ interest in their calf club and 
the practices they have followed since 
joining the club have changed dairy- 
ing from a side issue to a business”, 
said U. C. Riegel one day in the Farm 
Demonstration Office before a county- 
wide dairy committee. “And [| was 
one of those fellows that said I would 
never take time to weigh the milk 
from each cow, but now I don’t miss 
a milking. Does it pay? After the 
first year of weighing my herd of 18 
cows averaged a little better than 7,- 
500 lbs. milk and then I got rid of 2 
boarders and last year the herd ay- 
eraged a trifle better than 9,000 Ibs. 
of milk. We hope to average over 
10,000 lbs. this year since the pure- 
breds have freshened.”’ 

Another feature of better dairying 
that the Riegels have adopted is the 
growing of alfalfa for winter forage. 
In 1916 Mr. Riegel’s father planted 2 
acres of alfalfa, but it was not until 
1922 that Mr. Riegel realized he must 
have more roughage for his cattle 
and then he planted 3 more acres. 
This gave him a very good yield in 
1923 so that he added 3 more acres 
to his alfalfa field in 1924. According 
to these enthusiastic young breeders, 
feeding coupled with the best breed- 
ing obtainable will be their chief ef- 
forts to reach the successful goal of 
progressive Holstein breeders and 
dairymen.

First Daughters Show Good Increase 
Over Dam’s Production 


The first five daughters of Sir Jo- 
hanna Fayne Segis Pontiac, former 
herd sire at Senator McCormick’s 
Rock River Farms, Byron, Illinois, 
show an average of 19,670.3 lbs. milk, 
containing 851.76 lbs. butter at an 
average age of 2 years, 7 months, 27 
days. With the exception of one 
junior three-year-old, all five are two- 
year-olds. The dams of these five 
heifers all have year records that 


average 14,892.1 lbs. milk, containing 
607.71 lbs. butter at an average age 
of 4 years, 4 months, 18 days. This 
means that the daughters, although 
at an average age of 1 year, 8 months, 
21 days less than the average of their 
dams, show an increase over their 
dam’s records of 32% for milk pro- 
duction and 40% for butter produc- 
tion, which compares very favorably 
with the work of other great sires 
of the breed who are already proven.

A Bull Campaign in New Jersey 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
One of the dairy projects in New 
Jersey for this year is a purebred 
sire campaign in four of our counties, 
Sussex, Warren, Mercer and Burling- 
ton. Sussex was the first one to open 
up the campaign this Spring by mak- 
ing a survey of the dairy farms with 
a view to ascertaining the number of 
purebred and grade bulls in use. 
This survey showed that less than 
one dairyman out of four used regis- 
tered sires and that about 90 per cent 
of the farmers raised heifers. The 
next step was the making of personal 
visits to those farms where young 
stock was raised and where grade 
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bulls were kept. At this time, the 
plan of the bull sale was explained, 
giving the necessary information rela- 
tive to the age and breeding of the 
bulls that were to be sold. 

On May 24 at Franklin, Sussex 
County, twenty-three bulls were sold 
at public auction at which time a 
large number of the men who were 
visited came and bought bulls. The 
average age of the bulls was 4% 
months and the average price for 
which they sold was $52. The ma- 
jority of animals came from dams 
with official records, ranging from 
20 to 30 lbs. of butter in 7 days. Some 
of the consignors were not entirely 
satisfied with the prices received, but 
realized that the Holstein breed will 
have benefited by whatever sacrifice 
they have made. 

Another bull sale will be held in 
the same county a little later in the 
year and sales will also be held in 
Warren, Burlington and Mercer 
counties.

“These associations are not go- 
cialistic. They are an aggressive 
negation of socialism. They are 


founded upon recognition of the right 
of private property, and arc opposed 
to government ownership, operation 
or control of the industriai and com. 
mercial systems of the country. 

“They do not attempt to repeal o 
suspend economic laws, including 
that of supply and demand, but rather 
to so mold conditions that every city 
may be supplied with all the milk it 
desires and no more and the surplus 
converted into less perishable prod- 
ucts and sold in the markets cf the 
world. 

“They do not ask government 
assistance. All they ask of govern- 
ment is to clear away any obstacles 
by the enactment of such laws as 
will permit them to exercise their 
own powers of initiative.” 

“Judge” Miller as he is popularly 
known among the 70,000 dairy farm- 
ers of the Dairymen’s League, is 
happiest when he is on his own dairy 
farm located at Susquehanna, Pa. He 
is one of the charter members of the 
League, and has always been a leader 
in its affairs since its very beginning. 

In recent years his activities have 
extended beyond the confines of 
League territory because of his out- . 
standing leadership in the National 
Cooperative marketing field. He 
was elected President of the National 
Cooperative Milk Producer’s Federa- 
tion following the sudden death of 
Milo D. Campbell, 1922.

DAIRY SUBSTITUTE LEGISLA- 
TION 


Laws prohibiting the use of names 
and pictures of the dairy breeds of 
cattle or use of dairy terms in ad- 
vertising substitutes for butter and 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
of filled milk are now in force in 29 
states as a result of the activities 
of the legislative department of The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. In each case the legisla 
tive representative of the Association 
assisted or caused pressure to be 
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prought to bear on the legislative 
podies of these states which resulted 
in framing suitable bills for the pro- 
tection of the dairy industry from un- 
fair competition from the manufac- 
turers of dairy products substitutes. 

The states now having false ad- 
yertising laws in force are Alabama, 
California, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Illinois, Iowa, Massachusetts, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Nevada, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey; New York, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota, Vermont and Wiscon-

GOoOD WORK IS DONE BY COW 
TEST ASSOCIATIONS 


Denmark and Wisconsin Show Bene- 
fits of Cooperative Efforts on Part 


of Dairymen. 

In the United States less than one- 
half of one per cent of the dairy cows 
are under test, and the United States 
has an average yearly production for 
each cow of 3,627 pounds of milk. 
In Denmark 25 per cent of all the 
dairy cows are in cow testing asso- 
ciations, and the average production 
of each cow is 5,666 pounds. 

These figures, according to Joseph 
J. Linehan of the Andes cow testing 
association of Delaware County, are 
important, and show the real value of 
the work being done by these organi- 
zations. The first cow test associa: 
tion was formed in Michigan, but 
Wisconsin now claims the honors of 
having the most of any state in the 
union. Wisconsin has 151 of them, 
which makes about 25 per cent of all 
there are in the country, and Mr. 
Linehan maintains that this is one 
of the main reasons she has forged 
ahead so rapidly as a dairy state. 

Mr. Linehan goes on to say that it 
is of great importance to a dairyman 
to know the exact production of each 
individual animal. There is just one 
way for him to know what his cows 
are doing, and that is by checking up 
on them monthly through cow testing 
associations. 

To increase herd production, and 
profits as rapidly.and consistently as 
possible, a dairyman must combine 
all the principles of the association 
which work toward the general im- 
provement of the herd. Better 
methods and practices, better grain 
mixtures, better roughage. and better 
sires, all combined, will put any 
dairyman on the road to success, but 
his practice must not fall down at 
any one point or he will not reap the 
greatest benefit from his efforts.
